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BIG PINCERS MOVEMENT 


What appears to he the well-known pincers 


movement, a classical military strategy of 
the Germans is now being applied to the 
Nazis themselves. The Russians are now 
practically at the gates of Berlin and the 
Allies have started another punch at the 
Siegfried Line in Western Germany. Sooner 
or later Hitler's armies will be caught in the 
vice and compelled to surrender. Just when 
this will be nobody can tell. The Reich's 
armies still have plenty of light left in them 
and there arc still many Nazi fortifications 
to be crushed or flanked by the Allied armies. 
This will take time and sacrifice. Still there 
is always the chance that the people will get 
out of hand and overthrow the Nazi govern- 
ment and surrender. They arc so hopelessly 
outnumbered that (hey must see that the end 
is inevitable. Of course Hitler and his lead- 
ers will postpone the evil day as long as pos- 
sible by fighting and propaganda because 
they know what surrender will mean for 
them. 


Intelligent neutral observers coming out of 


Germany bring stories of the situation inside 
the Reich. They say that the demeanor of 
the people has become sullen and'hopeless. 
This does not mean however that they are 
panic stricken. 


Hitler is now coming to the end of his 


manpower. He wasted far too many soldiers 
in his Stalingrad venture which turned out 
badly for him and was taken against the 
advice of the high German command. When 
the war is over and history is written un- 
doubtedly it will be pointed out that Ger- 
many's defeat was clue to Hitler's grandoise 
scheme of attacking Soviet Russia. Up to 
that time his armies had not been seriously 
hurt. They were hardly scratched in the 
campaigns in France, Belgium, Holland, Nor- 
way, Jugo-Slavia and Greece. Victories were 
won there by the superiority of German air- 
power which often outnumbered that of the 
Allies ten to one. Now we have an air su- 
pcriority of a hundred to one over the Nazis 
which explains why the Luftwaffe cannot 
stay in the air. 


Another reason why the Luftwaffe is han- 


dicapped is because of the shortage of oil 
and gasoline due to loss of all the oil fields 
controlled by the Nazis. 


Despite their loss of mastery of the air, 


the Nazis will keep on smuggling which 
makes it necessary that our infantry do the 
final fighting. But this is now being done 
and sooner or later Hitler's number will be 
up. We now seem to be approaching the 
beginning of the end.

THE SMALL ENEMA 


At one time when an individual took or was 


given an enema (injection was a common name for 
it) it was usually about a quart of water and the 
addition of enough soap to make suds. Lately the 
amount of water lias been reduced to about a pint 
and the amount of suds in proportion. 


That:thc use of soap of any kind in enemas is 


unwise is pointed out by Dr. Everett S. Hicks and 
associates of the Brantfont Clinic. Brantford. Can- 
ada, in the Canadian Medical Association Journal, 
He states that the aims of ills article arc: 1. To dis- 
courage the use of soapsuds enemas because they 
irritate lining of the tjowcl.'-'. To discourage the use 
of large enemas. 3. To discourage the use of ene- 
mas ot any kind too soon after operations. 4. To en- 
courage the use of daily small non-irritating enemas 
in surgical cases. 


When we think of how helpful enemas arc and 


always have been in emergencies, it may come as a 
imiij> ii,i\e uecu in emergencies. 11 may come as a 
surprise to know that a thorough study and invcs- 
ligation of the matter as made by Dr. ilicks shows 
Jhat it is not the enema in itself hut the regular or 
frequent use of soapsuds am! of large plain water 
enemas that should be discouraged.

Washington — While the War 


and Navy Departments are moving 
pins about on the Philippine map 
and thinking what recapture., of 
the islands will mean in the war 
against Japan, the Department of 
Commerce is rubbing its 
hands 


over the same conquest for an en- 
tirely different reason. 


Part of Manila may be a sham- 


bles. Other cities in the path of 
the Second Battle of the Philip- 
pines may be rubble. But 
once 


the islands are reasonably clear 
of Japanese, Manila Bay 
is re- 


opened and the crops' are in, the 
United Nations are going to have 
access to some needed raw mate- 
rials and the Filipinos will receive 
sorely needed foods and cash for 
them. 


Before the war, raw and refined 


sugar was the leading money crop 
of the Philippines. About a mil- 
lion tons a year was shipped 
to 


the United States alone, repre- 
senting nearly one-third of the 
islands' total export trade of 
something less than 5200,000,000.

President of the United States 
ever sought to force Supreme 
Court justices from their places 
because of dislike of their deci- 
sions or for any other reason, and 
a proposal to enlarge that body 
so as to get a new majority on the 
court was really something un- 
precedented in American history. 


Mr. Roosevelt, however, wasn't 


:alled a conservative for wanting 
to ignore the custom that had 
grown up whereby the Executive 
•efrained from interfering with 
:he personnel of the 
Supreme 


Court He was called a radical. 
Anybody who wants to disturb 
lone-established precedents is a 
radical and not a conservative.

Brig. Gen. Ogdcn Ross, the is- 


land commander, made arrange- 
ments for several men 
of 
the 


Army's Seventh 
Infantry 
Divi- 


sion to be present for the all-faiths 
ceremonies. The seventh, follow- 
ing the Aleutians campaign, invad- 
ed and won Kwajalein. It since 
las participated in the landing at 
Leyte. 


The attractive building catches 


the eye on a sandspit island cut 
in the bleak Pacific pattern of 
runways, 
tents, 
quonsets 
and 


heaps of white coral sand. When 
Kwajalein was one of our most 
advanced bases, all the effort was 
turned to keeping the bombers 
supplied with fuel and explosives. 
Now, 
the center of U. S. air 


strength has been shifted onward, 
and Kwajalein must suffer 
the 


neglect of a rear area. 


The island has a new, spacious 


air terminal and—old Kwajalein 
hands won't believe this—grass is 
beginning to inch 
through 
the 


hard earth. Tile chapel, however 
is what everyone here |x>ints to 
and talks about with pride. It 
was among General Ross' llrst pro- 
jects after he took command loui 
months ago.

A host 
died of hunger and other priva- 
tions, apart from the great num- 
ber Who were killed In battle or 
by bombardment. 


Berlin has no claim to immun- 


ity as an "open city." It is forti 
fled and crammed with military 
objectives. 
Not only is it the 


greatest railway center in the 
heart of the continent, hut it has 
vast war industries. 
Hitler has 


signaled his intention to defend 
the capital to a bloody finish— 
and a bloody -finish he will have. 


The city already is suffering 


from shortage of food, heat, elec- 
tricity and other necessities. The 
municipal services are going to 
pot. The country's transportation 
system is so disorganized that 
these things can't be remedied. 


Those are precisely the condi 


tions which breed disease, and the 
Moscow radio says that typhus has 
broken out in Berlin and is caus- 
ing many, deaths daily. 
Typhus 


long has been one of the scourges 
of armies in eastern Kurope, and 
from time to time has reached 
westward. 
If its clutching hand 


is on Berlin, then terror is loose. 


Red artillery soon will be dump- 


ing death into Berlin. Meantime 
great Allied air fleets continue to 
bombard military objectives in the 
capital.
